Obama and Romney 
reshuffle, cancel 
visits to East Coast 

Celina, Ohio 

Republican presidential candidate 
Mitt Romney and President Barack 
Obama frantically sought to close 
the deal with voters as this year’s 
October surprise — an unprece- 
dented storm menacing the East 
Coast — wreaked havoc on their 
best-laid plans, with few days left 
in an incredibly close race. 

Wary of being seen as putting 
their political pursuits ahead of 
public safety, the two White House 
hopefuls reshuffled their campaign 
plans as the storm approached. 

Both candidates were loath to 
forfeit face time with voters in bat- 
tleground states such as Virgin- 
ia that are likely to be afflicted by 
the storm. 

“The storm will throw havoc 
into the race,” said Sen. Mark War- 
ner, D-Va. 

An opportunity for Obama to 
demonstrate steady leadership in 
the face of crisis was offset by the 
risk that the federal government, as 
in past emergencies, could be fault- 
ed for an ineffective response, with 
the president left to take the fall. 

Obama canceled campaign 


Early Voting 

President Barack Obama and 
Mitt Romney on Sunday faced the 
prospect that bad weather could 
hinder early voting and get-out- 
the-vote efforts, key components 
for both campaigns. Getting voters 
to the polls — whether early or on 
Election Day — is one of the few ele- 
ments of the race still in the candi- 
dates’ control, (ap)

Romney presidency 
would complicate life 
for health insurers

You’d think health insurance 
CEOs would be chilling the bub- 
bly with Republican Mitt Rom- 
ney’s improved election prospects, 
but instead they’re in a quandary. 

Although the industry hates 
parts of President Barack Obama’s 
health care law, major outfits 
such as UnitedHealth Group and 
BlueCross Blue Shield also stand 
to rake in billions of dollars from 
new customers who’ll get health 
insurance under the law. The com- 
panies already have invested tens 
of millions to carry it out. 

Were Romney elected next week, 
insurers would be in for months of 
uncertainty as his administration 


gets used to Washington and tries to 
make good on his promise to repeal 
Obama’s law. Simultaneously, fed- 
eral and state bureaucrats and the 
health care industry would face a 
rush of legal deadlines for putting 
into place the major pieces of what 


Republicans deride as “Obamacare.” 

Would they follow the law on 
the books or the one in the works? 
What would federal courts tell 
them to do? The answers prob- 
ably would hinge on an always 
unwieldy Congress. 


Things could get grim for the 
industry if Republicans succeed 
in repealing the Affordable Care 
Act’s subsidies and mandates but 
leave standing its requirement that 
insurers cover people with health 
problems. If that’s the outcome, 
the industry fears people literally 
could get health insurance on the 
way to the emergency room, and 
that would drive up premiums. 

“There are a lot of dollars and 
a lot of staff time that’s been put 
into place to make this thing oper- 
ational,” G. William Hoagland, 
until recently a Cigna vice presi- 
dent, said of the health care law. 

Insurers “are not going to be 
out there saying, ‘Repeal, repeal, 
repeal,”’ Hoagland said. “They 
will probably try to find the par- 
ticular provisions that cause them 
heartburn, but not throw the 
baby out with the bath water.”

TTuce Fails to Take Hold in Syria 


4-day cease-fire plan 
fizzles as skirmishes 
continue in civil war 

Beirut 

Syria’s air force fired missiles and 
dropped barrel bombs on rebel 
strongholds while opposition fight- 
ers attacked regime positions Sun- 
day, flouting a U.N.-backed cease- 
fire that was supposed to quiet 
fighting over a long holiday week- 
end but never took hold. 

The failure to push through a 
truce so limited in its ambitions — 
just four days — has been a sober- 
ing reflection of the international 
community’s inability to ease 19 
months of bloodshed in Syria. It 


also suggests that the stalemated 
civil war will drag on, threatening 
to draw in Syria’s neighbors in this 
highly combustible region such as 
Turkey, Lebanon and Jordan. 

“This conflict has now taken a 
dynamic of its own which should be 
worrying to everyone,” said Salman 
Shaikh, director of the Brookings 
Doha Center think tank. 

The U.N. tried to broker a halt 
to fighting over the four-day Eid 
al-Adha Muslim feast that began 
Friday, one of the holiest times of 
the Islamic calendar. But the truce 
was violated almost immediately 
after it was supposed to take effect, 
the same fate other cease-fires in 
Syria have met. 

Activists said at least 110 people 
were killed Sunday, a toll similar to

Iraqi authorities on Sunday 
forced an Iranian cargo plane head- 
ing to Syria to land for inspection in 
Baghdad to ensure it was not car- 
rying weapons, the second such 
forced landing this month. The 
move appeared aimed at easing U.S.

route for shipments of Iranian mili- 
tary supplies that could help Syrian 
President Bashar Assad battle reb- 
els.

previous daily casualty tolls. They 
include 16 who died in an airstrike 
on the village of al-Barra in north- 
ern Syria’s mountainous Jabal al- 


Zawiya region. 

The Observatory also report- 
ed a car bomb that exploded in 
a residential area in the Damas- 
cus neighborhood of Barzeh and 
wounded 15 people, but the target 
was not immediately clear. 

Though Syria’s death toll has 
topped 35,000, the bloodiest and 
most protracted crisis of the Arab 
Spring, the West has been wary 
of intervening. There is concern 
about sparking a wider regional 
conflagration. 

The latest cease-fire was seen as 
a long shot from the outset. Inter- 
national peace envoy Lakhdar Bra- 
himi failed to get firm commit- 
ments from all combatants, and 
no mechanism to monitor viola- 
tions was put in place, (ap)

The decision sets the stage for 
a new showdown between Israel 
and the Palestinians at the world 
body, following last year’s attempt 
by the Palestinians to seek status 
as a full member state.

Metro muLLs ending 
night service in spots 
where vandals strike 

Washington 

The steep, narrow streets around 
Robinson Place, all too familiar 
with violent crime, have become 
treacherous territory for Metro- 
buses in Southeast Washington. 

Police say that teenagers are 
regularly pelting buses with rocks, 
bricks and debris, causing injuries 
and damage and stirring anxiety 
among drivers and passengers. 

Now, Metro wants to end night 
bus service in the trouble spots, all 
but giving in to the unidentified 
young people believed to be men- 
acing the route. 

Metro Transit Police say they 
have not been able to put a stop to 
the attacks, with no arrests in at 
least two years. 

The chief spokeswoman for the 
D.C. police says the department 
does not assign officers or detec- 
tives to the bus cases because the 
attacks on Metrobuses are Metro’s 
responsibility. 

Caught in the middle are resi- 
dents who live in the heart of the 
city’s poorest ward and who depend 
on bus service. 

If the proposed service-cuts to 
the routes — the W6 and W8 — are 
approved, some bus riders would 
be forced to walk up to half a mile 
to the nearest bus stop. 

Metro’s top bus official said he 
regrets having to take such a dra- 
matic step but said he has to con- 
sider the welfare of the agency’s 
employees and passengers. 

“From a safety standpoint, it 
is worth taking the service away,” 
said Jack Requa, Metro’s bus chief 


Constant Problem 

Rock-throwing incidents target- 
ing buses have been a citywide 
problem for years, but they oc- 
cur far more frequently in South- 
east, Metro officials said. The 
problem is acute along the W6 
and W8 routes, which are target- 
ed several times a week, (twp) 


When the objects hit the mov- 
ing buses, they crack windshields, 
break windows and, in the most 
serious cases, injure riders and 
bus operators. 

Councilman Marion Barry, 
D-Ward 8, who represents the Rob- 
inson Place area, said the police 
haven’t done enough. 

“It’s gotten worse because 
nobody’s dealt with it,” Barry said. 
“There’s been this finger-pointing 
on the part of Metro police and 
D.C. police.” 


With many people in Ward 8 
dependent on public transit, reduc- 
tions in bus service should not be 
undertaken lightly, Barry said. 
Instead, the attacks on the buses 
— and similar vandalism — need 
to be more vigorously investigated 
than they have been up until now. 

“They have not tried every- 
thing,” Barry said. “Simple as that.” 

Police believe the people attack- 
ing the buses are between the ages 
of 12 and 19, said Jeff Delinski, dep- 
uty chief of the transit police. They 
hide in the dark, and, inevitably, 
they are gone by the time police 
officers show up, Delinski said. 
“We put our officers out there to 
attempt to catch these people and 
it is awaiting game,” Delinski said. 

“I don’t know what it is 
about young boys that they love 
to throw rocks,” Barry said.

‘This Is a ... Killer Storm’ 


D.C. area hunkers 
down, braces for a 
historic wallop from 
superstorm Sandy 

Washington 

As a mammoth storm system conspired 
to assault the most populous part of the 
United States, hundreds of thousands 
of people moved to higher ground on 
warnings that the East Coast faces a 
unique threat of high winds, drenching 
rainfall and unparalleled flood waters. 

Before any significant rain had fall- 
en in the nation’s capital Sunday, the 
U.S. Office of Personnel Management 
announced that all federal offices in 
the Washington area would be closed 
Monday ahead of the brunt of Hurri- 
cane Sandy, with all nonemergency 
employees granted excused absences 
for the day. Cities north along the east- 
ern seaboard exercised similar caution. 

Weather officials spent Sunday warn- 
ing that the hurricane, a jet stream barri- 
cade to the west, a strong Nor’easter and 
a full moon that drives tides to abnor- 
mal heights were not to be trifled with. 

“This is a serious, killer storm,” 
Maryland Gov. Martin O’Malley said. 
He urged residents to hunker down 
and prepare for what he and other 
officials expect to be extended days of 
power outages. 

New York Mayor Michael Bloomberg 
ordered the evacuation of Coney Island 
and Lower Manhattan, and authorities 
shut down the city’s subway system and 
schools. More than 60 miles inland, Phil- 
adelphia Mayor Michael Nutter urged 
people to flee low-lying neighborhoods. 
Thousands of flights in and out of east- 
ern states were canceled, and utility 
crews were summoned from distant 
states after it was predicted 10 million 
people might lose electricity. 

Up and down the East Coast, util- 
ity crews worked overtime to prepare 
for the storm. In the Washington area, 
utilities used robo-calls to warn people 
to prepare to survive without power for 
days or weeks.

When will we see the worst of the storm? 

The strongest winds and heaviest rain should start Monday and into Tuesday. Wind and 
rain should ease Tuesday night. 

How strong will the winds be? 

As of Sunday afternoon, peak winds late Monday into Tuesday will likely be around 
35-50 nnph, with gusts to 55-65 nnph (areas east of 1-95 are likely to see the higher end). 

How much rain will we get? What about flooding? 

Total rainfall looks to be between 4 and 7 inches, but nnore is possible, especially to the 
east and northeast. Rivers and streanns, as well as low-lying areas, are likely to flood. 

Where will Sandy hit the hardest? 

Areas along the coast, close to and just north of where Sandy nnakes landfall, will be 
hit hardest, especially in ternns of stornn surge. As of Sunday afternoon, that looks to be 
from central New Jersey to Rhode Island, including New York City. 

How will Sandy compare with the D.C. derecho? 

Sandy is a slow-nnoving, large-scale stornn over an extended period, whereas the June 
derecho devastated the region in nninutes. Prepare for a sinnilar outconne — downed 
trees and potentially days without power — though utilities and officials have had days 
to prepare for this stornn, unlike the derecho. (twp)

D.C. Mayor Vincent Gray and the 
governors of Maryland and Virginia, as 
well as officials in several localities in 
the region, already have declared states 
of emergency. Coastal resorts in Mary- 
land and Delaware were evacuated. 

One by one, local school systems 
— including those in the District and 
Fairfax and Montgomery counties — 
said they did not plan to open Mon- 
day, and the University of Maryland 
canceled classes. MARC and VRE ser- 
vice was canceled for Monday as well. 

Residents boarded up windows and 
lined up to grab sandbags. Small areas 
of flooding had begun Sunday in the 
Hampton Roads area, and the beach at 
Virginia Beach was covered in water. 

“This is going to be a long haul,” 
said Virginia Gov. Bob McDonnell. 
“People are going to have to be patient.”

Running 

Augustus Maiyo’s legs were drag- 
ging by the time he reached the 
Pentagon on Sunday, the second to 
last mile of the Marine Corps Mar- 
athon. Maiyo’s head was bobbing 
from fatigue, and it was wet after 
he dumped an entire bottie of water 
over himself a few minutes earli- 
er. After checking his watch a few 
times on the last stretch, he knew 
he didn’t have a chance at the course 
record.

Maiyo was dominant down 
the stretch in his first marathon, 
clocking in at 2:20:17 to win the 
37th annual Marine Corps Mara- 
thon on Sunday, beating a field of 
nearly 30,000 runners who braved 
a chilling cold front.

‘SEAL’ Film Under Fire 



Critics say TV movie 
about bin Laden raid 
has a poLiticaL agenda 

Premiere 

The team behind “SEAL Team Six: 
The Raid on Osama bin Laden” is 
saying the television movie was not 
recut to give a starring role to Presi- 
dent Barack Obama two days before 
the presidential election. 

National Geographic Channel 
CEO David Lyle says the film was 
indeed recut — but to show less foot- 
age of the president than an earlier 
version of the film. 

“The end titles run longer than 
Obama’s time on screen,” Lyle says. 

The movie has been accused by 
conservatives of having a political 
agenda in part because of its Nov. 
4 premiere date and its backing by 
Obama supporter Harvey Wein- 
stein. On Wednesday, the New York 
Times reported that a copy of the 
film provided to the paper showed 
that it had been recut to strength- 


en Obama’s role. 

Lyle says the movie was “well 
timed for us because we believe the 
topic is interesting at all times” and 
called the notion that two minutes 
of screen time would affect the elec- 
tion laughable. 

Produced by Weinstein and 
National Geographic, the 90-min- 
ute film depicts the mission that 
took down bin Laden, mixing inter- 
views with flashbacks and archival 


footage. It’s the first original film 
to come out of the National Geo- 
graphic Channel, which has about 
85 million viewers. 

One of the film’s co-stars, Kath- 
leen Robertson, doesn’t believe the 
criticism is fair. 

“It’s impossible to make a film 
about the killing of Osama bin 
Laden without the president being 
a part of that film,” Robertson says.
